Decline in sheep | 
flocks slowing 


The number of sheep in Utah 
continued to decline in 1986 but the 
rate of decline slowed considera- 
bly. 

Moreover, says Bruce Godfrey, 
Utah State University Extension 
agricultural economist, sheep num- 
bers are poised to increase in 1987 
and beyond. The reason is that the 
inventory of ewe lambs held was 
higher at the end of 1986 and fewer 
ewes are being culled. 

Godfrey says the structure of the 
sheep industry is changing. 

“Most of the increase in sheep 
numbers has been from increases 
by farm flock operators,” he says, 
“while the number held by range 
sheep operators continues to de- 


cline.” 

Godfrey says the price of feeder 
lambs should be in the high 70- 
center to 80-center range through 
the rest of 1987. Normal seasonal 
variations take the price of slaugh- 
ter lambs to their highest levels in 
the spring, with the lowest prices 
occurring in the fall when the 
lambs are removed from western 
ranges. 


However, Godfrey says, recent 
contracts suggest that fall prices 
may not decline as much as they 
have in the past. 

As a result, ne says, the profits 
from raising sheep that existed in 
1986 should improve in 1987.
